COMPLAINTS ON 
ICE WEIGHT ARE 


STILL BEING MADE. 


Complaints that.short weight is being 
given by ice men continue to be made 
to Atty-Gen. James M. Swift. . Certain 
ice dealers have adopted a method in 
an attempt to get out of weighing the 
ice at the time of purchase, of selling ice 
at a certain price per piece, and refusing 


to weigh it, according to the attorney- 
general's office. Attorney-General Swift 
cas advised the state commissioner of 
weights and measures on this subject 
that: 

‘*Revised laws, chapter 57, sect. 44 for- 
bids a retail ice dealer to refuse to sell 
a piece of ice at the fair value thereof | 
to any person who tenders in payment | 
therefor the amount of five cents, or 
any multiple thereof not more than 50 
cents. 

Section 45 requires such dealer to pro- 
vide scales for his delivery wagon and on 
request of the purchaser of ice to weigh 
the ice. Section 46 of the same chapter 
provides a penalty in case the person 
having charge of the delivery refuses to 
weigh the ice when it is delivered. 

“The fact, therefore, that the 
dealer is selling ice by the piece rather 
than at a certain rate per pound does 
not excuse him from his obligation to 
weigh the ice upon request of the pur- 
chaser. Under the first section referred 
to, the ice dealer is bound to sell his 
ice at a fair price. 

“The purchaser under the other sec- 
tions referred to has a right to have the 
ice weighed to see whether the ice dealer 
It giving him a fair price for the piece 
of ice delivered. . |

MORE RATE HEARINGS 


Appointment of the new head to the 
Boston & Maine management coincident 
with the issuance of the report of the 
interstate commerce commission direct- 
ing a cleavage of trolley and steamship 
lines from strict railroad business signi- 
fies a turning point in the policy of the 
railroads in the opinion of Louis D. 
Brandeis and George W. R. Harriman. 

Mr. Brandeis foresees final separation 
of the New Haven and Boston & Maine 
systems and competent business mran- 
agement, and Mr. Harriman maintains 
that Morris McDonald, soon to be presi- 
dent of the Boston & Maine will per- 
force be allowed a free hand by the rail- 
road interests to develop his properties 
on a business basis through the stand 
taken by the commission in cooperation 
with and protection of the shipping and 
traveling public. 

Mr. Harriman is sponsor for the first 
and Mr. Brandeis for the last portion 
of this statement in analyzing the effect 
of the report of the interstate commerce 


commission and the change in the Boston | 


& Maine management. 

Continuation of the investigations by 
the interstate commerce commission as 
to the wisdom of allowing an advance 
in rates on the Boston & Maine through 
joint meetings between the members of 
that body and of the state commissions 
of Massachusetts, Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire and Maine is pointed to in the re- 
port of the commission. 


Data for Rates Needed 


The commission finds itself without 
sufficient information concerning’ the 
factors that would govern an advance in 
the rates on the Boston & Maine to 
either express its sanction or disapproval 
of such action and promises therefor to 
continue its investigations on this point. 

“It will be found a very difficult and 
delicate proceeding to advance fates 
upon the Boston & Maine system with-

BOARD BLAMES NEW HAVEN AND 
ENGINEER IN STAMFORD WRECK 


WASHINGTON—Condemnation of the] 
New York, New Haven & Hartford rail- 
road for the Stamford (Conn.) collision 
on June 12, was contained in a special 
report made public today by Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner C, C. MeChord. 
While naming Engineman Dougherty as 
responsible, the report condemns the 
New Haven’s system of management 
where a “green” engineman i8 given 
charge of a fast, high-class train. 


New Haven Responsible 


After summing up exhaustively the 
evidence developed at the joint hearings 
with the Connecticut public service com- 
mission, including the-railroad officials’ 
defense, Commissioner McChord  as- 
serted: 

“Establishment of safer and more 
efficient operation of this railroad is im- 
mediately necessary if congressional 
legislation extending the scope of gov- 
ernmental regulation of railroads is not 
to called for and justified in the 
interest of public safety. 

“No organization but that of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company is responsible for placing a 
man in charge of this locomotive with- 
out tests or supervision by traveling 
engineers of his qualifications and judg- 
ment for this special work. The deter- 
mination of the ability, fitness or qual- 
ifications of an engineman is the duty 
of the railroad itself. It was not del- 
egated to any other organization, nor 
could it be so delegated. It was neither 
delegated nor performed. It was ne- 
giected. 

“It was unwarrantably assumed that 
a man at the head of the’ list of spare 
enginemen was qualified. Something is 
‘out of gear’ on a railroad where high 
class trains may be given over to an 
uninstructed engineman. And this is 
true, even if he is sent out on a run 
with the caution of his superiors, Don’t 
let it get away from you.’ 

“Here was doubt from the man who 
ought to know. 

“The responsibility for having a com- 
petent man with positive qualifications 
at a post of duty is a corporate respon- 
sibility. The fault for placing an un- 
tested man in a position fraught with 
danger is the fault of the company and 
its officials. 

“‘Man failure’ can only excuse the 
railroad and its officials where the’ man 
has been tested properly and found to 
possess the positive qualifications re- 
quired, 

“A train running in two sections on 
very nearly the same time calls for 
special official supervision. Especially 
is the position of engineman of the 
second section one ‘of highest responsi- 


be 


be one tested by long experience and 


qualified by instruction of superiors for | 


the ordeals of this severe work. This 
was no place to try out an engineman 
of limited service principally on slow 
freights and in yard service. 

“Any system under which this is per- 
missable or possible is a loose system. 
It. is indefensible. 

“The whole evidence taken in connec- 
tion with the knowledge we have of the 
requirements of railroad service justifies 
the following conclusjons: 


“The engineman of second No. 53 did! 


not have the special experience and in- 
struction required for the operation of 
such a train. 

“The New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad. Company had no reliable 
method for determining the capacity of 
enginemen before placing them in charge 
of high-speed passenger trains. 

“There was negligence on the part of 
the corporation in putting in charge of 
such a train as second No. 53 an engine- 
man. inexperienced and uninstructed for 
this class of work. 

“This railroad has no proper system 
of check?ng work reports so as to de- 
termine whether or not defects reported 
on locomotives are actually repaired. 
This lack of supervision is dangerous and 
it ought not to be permitted to con- 
tinue. 

“The distant signal at Stamford 
too near the home signal and should be 
at least 2500 feet distant therefrom. 

“Modern steel equipment for high 
speed passenger trains should be installed 
at the earliest possible time, as recom- 
mended in previous reports of this com- 
mission and legislation fixing such a 
time should be enacted without delay.” 

Commissioner McChord emphasized the 
necessity for steel cars. He said tes- 
timony showed the New Haven was now 
ordering steel cars. 

“The absence of all competency tests 
of this engineman or the brakes is a 
matter for which the management is 
solely responsible,” says Mr. MeChord.

Traveling about 200 miles/in his auto- 
mobile from Manchester, Vt., Mr. Stor- 
row reached Boston last night and at 
once declared himself ready for the work. 

At the conclusion of the gathering a 


statement was given out by Chairman 


Storrow in which he said that he had un- 
dertaken, in the limited time before the 
arbitrators met, to ascertain if he had 
any interest as a shareholder or other- 
wise in the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company or the West End Street Rail- 
way Company, 

He told the arbitrators that he found 
there were about 10 shares of West End 
common and about 120 shares of Bos- 
ton Elevated common standing in the 
name of his firm (Lee, Higginsony& Co.) ; 
as a matter of fact, these shares were 
not the property of the firm ‘but be- 
longed to one of its clients. 

Chairman Storrow said that he 
was one of three trustees under a will 
and that he had ascertained this morning 
that these trustees held 1500 shares of 
Boston Elevated stock, in which he had 
no personal interest. He told the arbi- 
trators that he thought he ought to state 
these facts and to give either of the 
parties an opportunity to object to his 
serving as one of the arbitrators if they 
desired to do so; and that if either of 
the parties thought the above facts con- 
stituted an objection to his serving, he 
desired to resign. 

Mr. Vahey communicated with Fred 
Fay. who represents the national execu- 
tive board of the Carmen’s union, and 
then said that neither he, Mr. Vahey nor 
the union thought the things stated by 
Mr. Storrow constituted any objection 
to Mr. Storrow’s serving as an arbitra- 
tor. 

Mr. Richards said that he saw no rea- 
son why Mr. Storrow should not act as 
an arbitrator. 

Mr. Storrow said, that he was also 
trustee for some other estates, and that 
it was barely possible they might have 
some small holdings, and if he ascertained 
that they had he would tell the other 
arbitrators. He said that, with this un- 
derstanding, he would serve as arbitra- 
tor, and added that he would today com- 
bunicate his desire to his co-trustees to 
resign as trustee of the estate referred to. 

Messrs. Richards and Vahey agreed to 
arrange to have Mr. Storrow furnished 
with a copy of the demands made by 
the Carmen’s union on April 9, with a 
copy, of the stenographic report of the 
conferences between the representatives 
of the company and of the Carmen’s 
union since then, and a statement of the 
differences which they had been able to 
adjust.

SUDBURY STATUE 
IS MEMORIAL OF 
FAMOUS PAINTER 


Little Town in Suffolk Unveils 
National Tribute Showing 
Thomas Gainsborough at Work 


(Special to the Monitor) 

SUDBURY, England—lIt is, as a rule, 
in England more usual to see monuments 
- erected to those who have excelled in the 
arts of war than of peace, but an event 
has recently occurred in the little town 
of Sudbury, Suffolk, which it is to be 
hoped will be the precursor of many 
more such. This was the unveiling of a 
memorial to a very great artist. 

Thomas Gainsborough was born at Sud- 
bury in the year 1727. The memorial, 
which is a national, not a local one, 
takes the form of a bronze figure of the 
great painter, palette -in hand, as he 
stands before his easel in the act of 
painting a portrait. On the pedestal 
of the statue there are bronze plaques 
symbolizing the chief characteristics of 
his exquisite art, and his devotion to 
music, of which he was passionately fond. 

The little town of Sudbury, which is 
old enough to be mentioned in the Dooms- 
day book, still treasures memories of the 
precocious young artist. One of the 
many ways in which his talent with the 
pencil expressed itself was to reproduce 
with lifelike accuracy his father’s auto- 
graph, and he did not hesitaté to make 
use of this talent by scribbling a little 
note to his schoolmaster, purporting to 
come from his father, with the words 
“Give Tom a holiday.” 

When the fraud was discovered Mr. 
Gainsborough senior remarked that his 
son would live to be hanged. And so he 
did, in all the best public and private 
galleries in the world that have been 
fortunate enough to possess a picture by | 
him.

ENGLISH IS FOUND 
WORLD LANGUAGE 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—Arthur B. Yolland has an 
interesting article on the women’s 
parliament in Budapesth in the Daily 
News and Leader, an article on what he 
considers might be described as the wo- 
men’s parliament of the world. 

It is to one particular paragraph that 
attention is drawn. Its subject might 
be termed a side issue, but it has its 
bearings on world movements. 

“English as a world language! That,” 
says Mr. Yolland, “is one of the most 
important results of the congress.” He 
continues: “From a selfish point of view 
perhaps the most important. This 
language has proved to be not only easy 
to learn (as far as speaking is con- 
cerned: writing English is quite a differ- 
ent matter), but also peculiarly adapted 
to the clear expression of sentiments and 
ideas within a limited space. Even Ger- 
man delegates were heard using it! And 
there can be no doubt that it is far su- 
perior to any artificial languages (which 
are usually limited to certain well de- 
fined classes) aS.a universal language. 

“It began its conquest of Hungary 
many years ago in an obscure little vil- 
lage in the north, where a Hungarian 
candidate was obliged to use it to ad- 
dress his prospective constituents— 
Slovaks returned from America—and he 
won the seat almost without a contest; 
and any one happening to pass within 
a mile of the hall where the present 
congress has been held might have 
dreamed he was somewhere in Kensing- 
ton!”

AGRICULTURE IS 
CALLED SUCCESS 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON-—The annual meeting of the 
Agricultural Organization Society was 
held at Caxton hall, Westminster, re- 
cently. The report spoke of the progress 


of the society in promoting cooperation ! 


among farmers on lines which had 
proved successful in other countries. 

Eleven years ago the number of co- 
operative agricultural societies ‘affiliated 
to the head society was 25, the total 
membership 517, and the turnover 
£9,467. On March 31 last, 478 affiliated 
societies had a membership of 45,000 
with a turnover of nearly two millions 
éterling. 

Farmers were enabled by the help of 
the dociety to buy feeding stuffs on fa- 
vorable terms. Dairy farmers helped 
their neighbors in holding «back milk | 
from the markets in summer when there 
was a glut. The surplus milk was con- 
verted into cheese at specially equipped 
depots. About 55,000 gallons of milk 
was dealt with daily. 

Cooperation had proved helpful in other 
directions. The Framlingham Society 
handled 4,500,000 eggs, an auction mart 
had been organized and run by fruit 
growers, and organized sales of wool had 
been instituted, bringing increased prices 
to the farmer. 

Under a scheme of insurance which 
was being put into practise profits would 
go to the actual policy holders. Farmers 
would be able to borrow on favorable 
terms by the formation of credit socie- 
ties with limited liability.

“Your Fespiel characterizes 1813; the 
prohibition of its performance character- 
izes 1913.” 

It appears that the keynote of Herr 
Hauptmann’'s work is not war, but free- 
dom. Frederick William IIT. is not men- 
tioned, and Germany, in the person of 
Pallas Athene,. sends her children to war 
with the command first, to free Germany 
from foreign rule; second!y, to care for 
her unity; and, finally, to be free them- 
selves. 

Considering the treatment of the sub- 
ject, it seems curious that those whio 
were responsible for the production of 
the play did not foresee that it would 
probably arouse, as it certainly has done, 
controversy of the most heated nature.

1708 Daniel Defoe, the author of ‘“Rob- 
inson Crusoe,” was sent by the English 
government to Scotland, and recommend- 
ed that a canal should be formed be- 
tween the Forth and the Clyde for the 
advancement of the commerce of the 
country. Fifteen years later the “direct 
route,” via Falkirk and the Kelvin vat- 
ify Was surveyed. 

The geology of the route shows that 


at one time the sea covered that are. 


Forty vears later the scheme was adopt- 
ed, and in 1790, nearly a century after 
Defoe’s recommendation, the present di- 
rect route barge canal was made. In 
1867 it was purchased by a railway com- 
pany. It is 10 feet deep, 30 miles long, 
and has 39 locks. 

In 1801 the Crinan canal across the 
Mull of Kintvre was made. It now 
longs to the state.

As the canal dues increase, the guaran-

VACATION FOR HOUSEKEEPER 


How she may get a rest from her routine

Every available spot in the house was 
used for storing, for we had no butler’s 
pantry and no cellar space. But every 
housewife will have to puzzle out her 
own storage places—-and she’ll look at 
some spots a long time before giving 
them up for fruit jars! We have a great 
many half-gallon jars, which, of colrse 
decrease the amount of needed space, 
and two thirds of the jellies were put 
in quart and pint jars. 

In our own household two persons 
were generally available for the work 
of canning and a third could be called 
on in an emergency. On an average 
one hour a day for three months did 
the work, although we would spend three 
hours at a time twice a week during 
the peach and pear season. 

The berries took little time for prep- 
aration and jellies still less, for in 
the latter case we cooked the fruit just 
before bedtime and left the juices to 
drip over night. We peeled peaches 
and pears mostly at night and left 
them on ice till morning. Then the 
fruit was put into boiling syrup, and 
after cooking 10 minutes was put into 
jars. 

This was our first attempt at vege- 
table canning, and we made only a 
small venture. With the tomatoes, 
however, we were especially delighted. 
Our method was this: We peeled enongh 
small tomatoes to fil a jar when put 
in whole. Then, crushing all the soft 
ones, we cooked them in the fireless 
sooker, strained and salted them, ready 
to reheat. At the same time the jars 
containing the uncooked ones had a Sg 
sup of water put in each, and were

SHOPPING OF BUSINESS WOMAN 


How she saves time and money 


ower, eee 


OW in the world do business wo- 

men who work from 9 a, m. until 

6 p. m. every day in the week except 

Saturday, find time to do their shop- 

ping?” demanded a married oman after 

one of the frequent days devoted to her 
own shopping. 

The question is an interesting one, not 
only to the chronic “looker” in stores, 
who wonders how anybody can buy 
without davs of exploration, but also 
to the business woman or working girl 
who is obliged to do her shopping with 
as little expenditure of time as possible. 

“Tt had to live on $15 a week when I 
first came to New York,” said one wo- 
man to a New York Times reporter “and

money down to a fine point. 
lace trimmed, starched clothes with me, 


but my laundry bills soon drove me to| 


sending my finery back home. Now I 
have a regular system which saves me 
time, worry atd money. It takes me 
just about one hour a year to lay in my 
supply of underwear. 

“I buy six knitted union suits at 50 
cents apiece. These last for both spring 
and summer, can easily be washed out 
and dried over the radiator, if I wish 
to be very economical, and are easily 
put on and always ready, since there 
are no buttons. In the spring I buy 
six pairs of light weight stockings and 
in the fall six heavy ones. I get the 
German kind, three for a dollar, which 
I find keep their color through count- 
less washings. This reduces my starched 
clothes to a chemise, as I buy crepe 
nightgowns, which do not need ironing 
and come as low as 75 cents. 

“While I wear white shirtwaists at 
times, I have the silk. and woolen ones 
Which are aiways ready. To avoid that 
soiled, musty feeling which so many 
business women complain of, I have 
plain white lawn linings which I wear 
inside the blouse and which are put in 
fresh every week. This prevents the silk 
from looking soiled across the shoulders 
and about the neck. 

“Another money saver is this little 
brush, a ten cent tooth brush, which 1 
keep to clean the white net collars of 
my chiffon waists.

This 
is a three years’ collection and I have 
most of the colors, so that I will not 
need thread ‘for several years. In this 
button bag I have saved all taken off 
my old waists that have gone to pieces 
and it is very rarely that I have to buy 
a new card when I need just one button.

The requisition of the bill transferring 
from ‘the federal reserve board to the 
regional reserve associations the power 
to establish rates of rediscount is. re- 
garded as vital as it is regarded as im- 
possible to have it the other way. 

Constitution of the federal reserve 
board, whether of appointees of the Pres- 
ident or representatives of the banks, is 
of little consequence, declared one lead- 
ing member of the committee today. 

“Tt all depends upon the men them- 
selves,” he said, “not upon where they 
¢ome from or how selected. We can 
have bad banking under a good system, 
or good banking under a bad system, all 
depending upon the individuals adminis- 
trating it.” 

The committee could not Bee the end 
of their labors when they convened at 
9:30 o’clock this morning, They will 
hold three sessions a day until they have 
completed consideration of the bill and 
mede their report. This may take several 
days.

Illustrated make good reading for us. 
They must have been pleasant for the 
British public to peruse, for he is as 
enthusiastic about the wee he met 
and the reception he-got, as was Mr. 
“Chick” Evans, which is saying a great 
deal. He seems to have followed in 
Mr. Evans’ footsteps in the making of 
a host of friends, and I am making 4 
collection of the various things the 
critics said of him and will give them 
to you another-day. In-the meantime 
this is what Mr. Schmidt has to say 
about the amateur championship at St. 
Andrews: 

Although only spending 10 days at 
St. Andrews, the American competitors 
in the amateur championship brought 
away some lasting impressions of golf 
as it is played on this side of the 
Atlantic. Everything was new and at- 
tractive in. the eyes of the visitors, and 
‘one noticed many things which were 
distinctive and characteristic of English 
and Scotch lovers of sport. 

The location of St. Andrews and the 
quaint little “town” are entirely differ- 
ent from anything we have in the 
States. The very atmosphere is reek- 
ing, breathing, and living golf. 
drews impressed me as being more like 
a town than a city, for the reason that 
the people there are so congenial and 
‘friendly that they seem like a large 
family. Then the course itself is dis- 
tinct from our home courses in that the 
ground is exceedingly undulating and 
sandy, whereas ours are rolling wood- 
land on rich brown loam... Being right 
on the water front, the winds which 
seem to be right “on the. job” all the 
time, make the golf a rest test of a 
man’s game. On our sheltered courses 
one need only play a straight ball down 
the wooded lanes—any one who hooks 
or slices is put down as a poor golfer 
by the gallery. But at St. Andrews. 
one seldom plays a straight shot from! 
the, tee. Having heard so much about 
the Royal and Ancient course, with its 
famous holes and bunkers, I was very 
much afraid that I would be. sorely 
disappointed through over- expectation. 
But my impression of the links is even

shots. In order to avoid letting out at 
the ball, I was forced to look the other 
way when my opponent indulged in this 
strenuous exercise. The short game is 
also entirely different—very few of our 
players know how to play a crisp iron 
shot, while here it is the rule and not 
the exception. ‘At home a good iron 
player usually keeps the secret of his 
success. But here it is no secret, and I 
am glad to say that “helpful hints are 
given even without the asking—a kind- 
ness only a foreigner fully appreciates. 
It shows. real sportsmanship to be will- 
ing to help out éven a foreign competitor. 
I notice that here the system of showing 
a stroke is different, the why and where- 
fore being explained; whereas at home, 
the general impression seéms to be that 
it is in the interest:of the profession to 
keep these principles a secret and simply 
show how to do it and not tell why. 
This accounts for the very few good 


thorough theoretical knowledge, cannot 
work out their own salvation, but have 
to resort to the professional whenever 
they are off their game. 

Bunker play is also of a different 
style hefe. The traps are so deep and 
rough that the “explosion” shot is re- 
sorted to; whereas our players prefer 
to pick the ball clean from the trap 
whenever possible. The stiff greens and 
the tremendous length of the putts also 
demand a different procedure, in that 
heavy wooden or alumnium putters are 
used ‘with a sweeping putt. .Our keen 
greens require iron putters and delicate 
touch putts. The taking of turf is also 
noticeable. The replaced divots at home 
with shallow roots are likely to burn 
up instead of taking root again; here 
the crest is simply snipped and readily 
comes up again through the sandy soil. 
Mr. Hilton, on his visit’ to the States, 
opened our eyes to this fact and showed 
conclusively that the taking of turf was 
a good thing for keeping the ball on the 
line. Only on our most up-to-date cham- 
pionship courses do we have holes trap- 


ped for a carry from the tee.

The eggs from 
which these trout are hatched come ex- 
clusively from Yellowstone park. They 
are shipped after they have eyed, and 
will hatch in from 10 days to two weeks. 
In* 30 days after their arrival they are 
ready to be planted in the lakes, streams 
and rivers if no untoward conditions 
arise. ' 

The third season jis that of the brook 
trout. It opens the middle of December, 
and closes the middle of October; but 
the eggs are not hatched until late in 
March. 

The same general plan is followed with 
all the eggs. They arrive at the hatch- 
ery in massive boxes known as refriger- 
ator cases. These are built on the 
principle of the ordinary refrigerator, 
and practical cases carry about 250,000 
eggs. The eggs are placed on trays 
which are 12 inches square and each 
earries about 5000 eggs. The tray is 
covered with cheese cloth and moss, and

the top tray is packed with moss and 
refrigerated. Eggs shipped in this way 
may ke sent,any distance, During the 
past twelve-month have been 
shipped from here to Japan, France, 
Buenos Aires, Germany and several 
other foreign countries, besides to any 
number of American states. 

When eggs that are to be hatched at 
this hatchery arrive, they are placed in 
troughs of running water. ‘The troughs 
are fitted with lids, for the eggs must be 
kept in the dark until the fish are ready 
to feed. A great deal “of attention is 
.| given to these troughs. They are kept 
absolutely clean and are watched closely 
for fungus, which grows rapidly, and 
considered the chief enemy of the eggs 
and fish.

When the little fish begins to 
form on the egg, the egg becomes trans- 
parent, and is then known as the food 
sack. As the fish grows, this food sack 
is absorbed, and when it disappears the

Of the 29,000,000 eggs placed in troughs 
last’ year, perhaps 75 per cent were de-

The small fish are difficult to ship and 
are not sent any distance that exceeds 
They are sent away in 10 
gallon tin cans, similar to a milk can, 
and a man goes with them to their desti- 
ration, The fish must be cared for con- 
stantly, and in order that he may give 
them careful attention, he carries with 
him-a thermometer and Sah PPS: He 
keeps the water aerated and at the right 
temperature at all times, This means 
that one commissioned to travel with 
the fish usually goes without sleep until 
they are delivered. 

Fish are delivered free of charge at the 
nearest railroad station. They are 
planted in public waters, and also deliv- 
ered free oi charge to individuals who 
wish them for private lakes. 

One interesting thing to be seen at the 
hatchery is the albino fish. These, are 
brook trout which hatch out perfectly 
white, with pink eyes. Experiment shows 
that 75 per cent of the eggs from these 
albinos hatch albinos, while the remain- 
der produce the natural brook trout. 

While the neighboring states receive 
some trout from this hatchery, the 
greater part of the fish hatched here are 
planted i in Colorado streams.

FOR NEARLY 4000 


Since the calling of telephone operating. 
employs nearly 4000 young women in the 
metropolitan district of Boston, and 
there are many more who wish to pursue 
it, a revised edition of the bulletin on

OTTAW A—A party of over 300 Cana- 
dians is crossing the Atlantic this week 
to visit Great Britain during the sum- 
mer vacation, Nearly all the members 
of the party are teachers in the Cana- 
dian schools; and by taking this trip 
they have identified themselves with the 
Hands Across the Sea League, which was 
started by Frank Ney about. five vears 
ago, The. object of this league is to 
draw more closely together the many 
sections of the British empire. Mr. Ney 
is an Englishman now living in Canada. 
He is an official in the department of ‘ed- 
ucation in Manitoba, and his experience 
has led him to conclude that one of the 
best methods of advancing the unifica- 


est the “educators” in the empire in the 
accomplishment of this unification. 

Mr. Nev has succeeded in thus inter- 
esting the teachers of all the provinces 
in Canada, with the result that. large ex- 
cursions have been organized for the 
purpose of visiting the. British schools. 
This is the fourth of these excursions, 
and they have become so popular that 
much disapointment was expressed when 
Mr. Ney told the teachers in Ottawa 
that it might be the last. for some time. 
which he could Superintend. But he is 
working out other plans for continuing 
the interchange of ideas which has been 
the motive underlying the excursions. 
and in the meantime it is hoped that 
some other official may take up this 
part of the league work. 

This vear every province west of, On- 
tario was represented in Montreal and 
Ottawa, where the teachers vathered be- 
fore taking About 90 of the 
excursionists came Ottawa, where 
{hey were entertained by officials of the 
federal government. A luncheon was 
served at the experimental farm = and 
resident teachers assisted in helping the 
enjov the capital during their 
short stay.

Commercial-minded people will, see a 
logical extension of the vocational idea 
in-a school system lately introduced at 
Gary, Ind., says the New York Post. 
Instead of getting a percentage mark, 


( the students are given a check on the 
i““vocational credit. bank.” 


When they 
have deposited $80 in checks, they are 
entitled to credit for one full course. 
Something like this plan was once em- 
ployed in the George Junior Republic. 
At Gary, it is said to teach not merely 
the principles of economics, but to give 
the pupils an incentive to harder work, 
so that those who once studied in the 
thirty-cents-an-hour class are rapidly 
mounting to the sixty-cent class.

He has not made 
public his position as to the diplomatic ser- 
vice. The foreign relations of the nation at the present time are in 
an unusually tangled condition, with more points at issue involving 
delicate handling than have faced any administration 1n recent 
years. In view of the lack of experience of the President and the 
secretary of state in handling diplomatic matters diplomatically, it 
would seem good policy to name to as many posts as possible men 
with some knowledge of the profession and with experience as 
residents of European or Asiatic capitals. To continue to select men 
of letters or to choose deliberately to fill important posts with politi- 
cal appointees instead of promoting men who have carefully prepared 
themselves by service in subordinate posts, is to work against national 
interests at a singularly critical time. 

Nor is that all. A group of men, now in the service, who 
specialized when in college or the university and who fitted them- 
selves for diplomacy and enlisted at the solicitation of recent secre- 
taries of state, are to be told that the future has nothing in store for 
them. Mr. Bryan on his tour around the world must have had 
convincing proof of what happens when the diplomatic service of 
vi nation is run on any other than a merit basis.

of the city has not kept pace with growth in 
other respects, this being due to several causes, mainly to railway 
competition, decline of the lumber trade and diversion of traffic to 
otiier lake points. It has long been maintained, however, by those 
who have given thought to the subject that the decline in the lake 
commerce of Chicago could be traced directly to the inadequacy of 
the old harbor. Difficulty in entering it at times, obstruction caused 
by tunnel construction, delays incident to the opening of numerous 
bridges, and channel and wharves unequai to the needs of the newer 
type of lake vessels, are all charged with the falling away of 
business. 

For a generation Chicago has been striving to obtain an outer 
harbor, that is, an artificial harbor on the lake front. River and 
railway interests have combined to postpone this improvement. The 
scheme has been defeated time and again, either at home ’or in 
Springfield. In 1911, however, the city council established four 
outer harbor sites. The first of these embraced the lake shore from 
the mouth of the Chicago river north to Chicago avenue, and extend- 
ing one mile into the lake; the second embraced a stretch of shore 
line from the mouth of the Chicago river south to Randolph street 
and extending one mile into the lake; the third covered what may 
be termed the Grant park district; the fourth the Calumet. district. 
A year later the harbor commission submitted to the city council a 
plan for the development of the scheme first mentioned and known 
as ““No. 1.” This scheme contemplates the construction eventually 
of five piers of 2500 feet and one of 3000 feet in length. It is prob- 
able that only two of these will be undertaken at the start. The 
estimated cost of these is $4,400,000. At the election of April of 
last year the proposition to issue bonds to the amount of $5,000,000 
for outer harbor improvement was approved by popular vote. A 
number of details have now been perfected. Legal difficulties have 
all been removed. Chicago is at length able to go about the actual 
construction of an outer harbor. 

The success of this enterprise will be far-reaching in its 
influence. It is confidently expected to give fresh impetus to lake 
traffic. There is hardly a question but that it will expedite ‘the 
handling of both freight and passengers. It may lead in time to the 
closing of the Chicago river to shipping. This would result in the 
construction of permanent bridges, and this in turn would encourage 
an expansion of the business district and relieve the congestion which 
is now one of Chicago’s greatest problems. :

and peace in New England. The deliberate and searching style of 
the extended report gives the greater weight to its conclusions. It 
has to be read with caution lest a convincing method lead to accept- 
ance of possibly partizan opinions. So read, it stands the test, and 
its verdicts become the conclusions of the most careful reader. The 
commission has spoken for the public by virtue of its ofhce and 
spoken the awaited, the needed word by virtue of its truthseeking. 
The methods of railroad management that have been long in question 
and. have been brought to light by a difficult process of inquiry are 
reproved with measured language. Doubt has been replaced by a 
clear exposition and the indirection and complication of transactions 
that almost defied unravelling is exactly shown. 

Now that it is known that the brilliant policy of railroad manipu- 
jation in the process of complete capture of New England has been 
costly almost to the limit of recklessness, with millions dropped all 
along the way; that the sufficiently exacting business of running a 
railroad has been complicated. with schemes of mastering other 
services ; that a game has been played where there was call for skilful 
attention to serving a great number of people; all these being shown 
in the report, there # supplied firm ground for moving toward the 
recovery of the property to its right place and the advance of the 
service to the right methods.

THE IMPOSING task of valuing the railroads 
of the United States given as an extra duty 
to the interstate commerce. commission 
involves recruiting a large staff of experts 
and trained subordinates whose remunera- 
tion must be fair. The first of several 
examinations of applicants will take place 
on July 21-23 under the auspices of the 
civil service commission; and, judging from 
the inquiries, a large number of candidates 
will offer. Men familiar with the many kinds of engineering or with 
“accounting naturally will have the best chance of selection. For- 
tunately for the country and for the roads to be valued strictest 
precautions are being taken to insure thorough tests of applicants: 
and though the remuneration given 1s not to be so great as to allure 
mere place seekers, it is to be ample enough to enable men with some 
experience and ambition to seek service. 

The discipline and experience to be acquired in serving in a 
great undertaking such as lies before this new corps of government 
employees will prove for not a tew of them permanent professional 
assets. With the task completed it will be in order for them to pass 
to other similar tasks. Public opinion 1s steadily acquiring volume 
and aggressiveness in demanding that light. be shed on relations 
between actual and nominal values of all sorts of enterprises in which 
the public is asked to invest or pay rates. Consumers and patrons 
are not in so complaisant a mood as formerly when it comes to pay- 
ing dividends on capitalized values socially created. People want 
to be shown what the measure of profit really is before they concede 
further governmental privileges. 

Of course for a long time this federal valuation of the railwavs 
was fought at Washington.

the handling of eggs. In the one complete | 
year covered by investigation it has been . 
found that the breakage of ‘eggs due to careless and clumsy packing 
in New York city alone was nearly 138,000,000 dozen. That is to 
say, about 9 per cent of all the eggs received in New York city in this 
single year were cracked, and of these a large number were entirely 
unfit for food use. 

Numerous attempts have been made to fix with some measure of 
approximation the annual loss to shippers of eggs occasioned by 
breakage in transit, but no definite figures have thus far been ascer- 
tained. It should suffice that the loss runs into the millions, even 
when all deductions are made on account of salvage. It constitutes a 
large percentage of the half a billion dollar product of the American 
hen. It is an item well worth considering, for its saving would mean 
a very appreciable reduction in the market price of one of the most 
staple of table commodities. 

The food research laboratory, it is encouraging to note, is pro- 
ceeding in this matter along lines that should lead to prompt, positive 
and profitable results. It has succeeded in interesting shippers, rail- 
road men and commission men in the work of bringing about a rad- 
ical change in the method of packing. It has induced cooperation 
also with the National Butter and Egg and Poultry Association, and, 
last though not least, it is working to influence all handlers from the 
producer to the retailer. 

Constant claims for breakages are being entered against the 
railroads, when,/as they allege, these breakages would not occur if 
the original packing had been well done. On the other hand, com- 
mission men are blamed. because they do not get better returns for 
consignments, when, as they allege, the consignments arrive in bad 
condition. The public, on top of all this, has a grievance in that 
eggs are made scarcer and higher by avoidable breakages. Here is 
a generally unsatisfactory situation the United States government, 
through its. proper agencies, should be able greatly and speedily to 
improve, and in such a manner as to leave an excellent impression not 
only on egg handlers but also on all classes of workers.
